15 Q) (1) A claim for refund of motor fuel tax may be filed by a claimant who
16 paysthetax on:

17 (i) motor fuel, asdefined in § 9-101 of thisarticle, that:

18 4, is used in any of the following vehicles that have pumping
19 or other equipment mechanically or hydraulically driven by the engine that propels
20 thevehicle:

21 A. a concrete mixing motor vehicle OR CONCRETE PUMP

24 C. a solid waste compacting vehicle;

5 may not exceed the following percentages of the motor fuel tax paid:

6 () 35% for a concrete mixing vehicle OR CONCRETE PUMP TRUCK;
7 (i) 55% for farm equipment, registered as a vehicle for highway

8 use, that is designed or adapted soldly and used exclusively for bulk spreading of
9 agricultureliming materials, chemicals, or fertilizers;

10 (iii) 10% for amotor fuel delivery vehicle;
11 (iv) 15% for a solid waste compacting vehicle; and
12 (V) 80% for awell-drilling vehicle.
